given him a clear understanding of 
their problem and a great sympathy 
for their -welfare. 


"CEhe Immigrant," 
says 
Commis- 
sioner Curran, "is .a man. in trouble. 
He's -walking a tight rope, not know- 
ing: whether it is better to so back- 
ward or forward. 
We've got to help 


him." 
And "he tried to help even long he- 


fore he ever became officially con- 
nected wiht the Island of Heartaches. 
As a youth he worked as ship news 
reporter, and saw the troubles of the 
Immigrant at first hand. His little 
kindnesses never found their way to 
the printed page, but straight to the 
hearts of the newcomers 
•* 
Then, -while still a student In col-^ 


lege, he spent his summers at a chil- 
dren's fr.esh air camp. Many of the 
ailing youngsters •were children 
of 


immigrants. Later, as an 
alderman 


and magistrate, Curran studied the 
processefc of the law and observed the 
kind of citizen the immigrant made 
after he had been given the oppor- 
tunity of entering the country. 
"We have got to help the_ Immi- 
grant," he keeps repeating, "and the 
only way to help him Is by a strict 
and impartial administration of the 
law."There can be no wire pulling, no 
partiality 
shown 
one 
newcomer 
against the other. 
None of my per- 


sonal friends has ever asked me to 
make an exception In some case or 
other. I -wouldn't do it If I had been 
asked. For 
friendship that 
can't 


^withstand a strain, of that sort can't 
be worth much, anyway. 


"The law must be strictly admin- 


itsered. If it says that the foreigner 
must be deportefi, then he must go. 


1 But this aoes not mean that 


A^.and is heartless. I 
have never 


seen employes more sensitive to hu- 
man suffering. The years they have 
spent here have softened them, In- 
stead of hardened them." 
But their sympathy is scanc solace 


to the poor immigrant, who, after he 
has given up his home, business, 
friends in the old country, and has 
brought his family to the United 
States after many hardships, is turn- 
ed back at the very portals because 
of the excess quota. 
During July thousands of 
otner- 
wse desirable citizens were turned 
back: at the very shadow of tne sta- 
tue of Liberty, because the steamships 
they were on lost the race against 
other immigrant -vessels.

To remedy tnis heartbreak Com- 


mi=sioner Curran is perfecting a sys- 
tem so -various steamship companies 
can give their foreign offices exact 
information about immigrant quotas 
before the ships leave for America. 
Then to relieve the intense con- 


gestion on the island during the early 
summer months, when the immigra- 
tion year begins. Commissioner Cur- 
Van hopes to affect a change in the 
government regulation which a'lows 
20 per cent of an ent're gear's quota 
to be landed ary one month 
He ;s 
trying to have this percentage cut 
down to 10, thus spreading the rush 
over a oenod of at least 10 months.

PARIS, July 21.—General Gouraud 


was named military governor of Paris 
this morning by a proclamation signed 
by President Milerand after a cabinet 
meeting.

The appointnent holds first poiiti- 


cal importance in the present situa- 
tion of the Pomcare government Gen- 
eral Gouraud's opponent for the post 
was General Mangm, who also com- 
manded armies of occupation in the

called him. General Mangin was re- 
called from the Rhineland in 1918 
by Clemenceau 
at

Woodro-w Wilson, who had been in- 
formed bv the American general staff 
that Geneial Mangm was attempt- 
ing to establish a Rhineland repub- 
lic before the treaty of Versailles 
was even finished 
All parties of the Right conserva- 


tives and Royalists began a campaign

The liberal and radical parties were 
equally insistent that General Mangin 
be not appointed 
The post of military governor is of 


highest importance and alwajs has 
been throughout the history of France 
since he "who 
holds Paris holds 
France" has complete command of a 
heavy military garrison as well as the 
police force and reserves for the main- 
tenance of order in the some-times tur- 
bulent capital.
